CREATION  AND  HISTORY 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1816,  by  resolution,  provided  for 
a  library.  The  first  legislative  action  was  in  1825  when  the  Secretary  of 
State  was  made  State  Librarian  under  a  board  of  commissioners,  consisting 
of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  and  Treasurer.  In  1841  a 
State  Librarian  was  chosen  by  the  Legislature.  The  Law  Library  was 
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separated  from  the  general  library  in  1867.  It  was  not  till  1895  that  the 
library  was  made  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  State  and  put 
under  the  State  Board  of  Education.  General  circulation  of  books  was 
first  allowed  by  the  act  of  1903.  The  Legislative  Reference  Department 
was  created  as  a  part  of  the  libarary  in  1907  and  separated  from  the  library 
in  1913. 

The  work  of  collecting  and  preserving  Indiana  history  was  made  into  a 
department  of  the  library  in  1913,  and  named  The  Department  of  Indiana 
History  and  Archives. 


DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  State  Library  is  primarily  a  reference  library.  It  has  four  main 
functions:  to  aid  State  Officers  in  their  official  business;  to  distribute  in¬ 
formation  to  citizens  of  the  State;  to  collect  and  preserve  all  Indiana  material, 
and  documents  of  the  United  States  and  other  States;  to  distribute  Indiana 
documents.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  library  which  contains  current  fiction 
or  much  popular  reading  of  any  sort. 

Its  most  notable  collection  is  that  on  Indiana.  It  has  by  far  the  most 
complete  collection  in  existance  of  material  relating  to  Indiana  or  by  Indiana 
writers.  Reports,  pamphlets,  histories,  newspapers,  manuscripts,  maps, 
pictures,  etc.,  relating  to  the  State  form  a  small  library  in  themselves  and 
contain  many  items  which  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique.  This  is 
constantly  growing.  Effort  has  been  made  to  supplement  the  collection 
of  material  of  Indiana  history  with  the  best  and  most  authentic  works  on 
the  history  of  other  States,  of  the  United  States,  and  of  other  nations.  Es¬ 
pecial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  acquisition  of  important  books  on  the 
subjects  of  sociology,  political  science,  economics  and  technology.  In  these 
subjects  then,  particularly,  the  library  is  well  prepared  for  work  with  the 
citizens  and  State  officials,  and  for  cooperation  with  other  institutions. 

Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve  State  officials,  particularly  those  bureaus 
and  commissions  the  nature  of  whose  work  requires  frequent  reference  to 
books.  Their  needs  are  consulted  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  maga¬ 
zines,  and  suggestions  from  them  as  to  additions  are  welcomed. 

Until  1903  the  foregoing  duties  were  the  chief  ones  of  the  State  Library. 
In  this  year,  however,  a  new  and  very  important  one  was  added  when  the 
law  was  passed  allowing  the  books  of  the  State  Library  to  be  loaned  to  all 
citizens  of  the  State.  Certain  classes  are  necessarily  restricted,  but  all 
ordinary  books  are  circulated  as  freely  as  the  books  of  any  public  library. 
Thus  a  new  field  of  activity  has  been  opened  up,  whose  educational  possi¬ 
bilities  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  From  a  small  beginning  the  work  has 
gradually  been  extended  until  now  books  and  magazines  go  from  the  State 
Library  to  every  corner  of  the  State. 

For  reference  work  the  State  Library  serves  as  a  court  of  higher  appeal 
to  the  smaller  public  and  college  libraries  that,  with  their  limited  resources, 
have  difficulty  in  furnishing  all  the  research  material  now  demanded  by  their 
readers.  It  offers  library  facilities  also  to  citizens,  schools  and  clubs  in  rural 
communities  where  no  libraries  exist.  After  a  few  necessary  credentials  are 
filed  with  the  librarian,  material  is  sent  by  parcel  post  to  these  patrons.  Thus 
the  farmer’s  wife  who  lives  ten  miles  from  any  town  may  have  books  to  help 
her  write  a  club  paper  on  the  causes  of  the  war;  the  debating  team  of  the 
rural  high  school  may  get  pamphlets  and  handbooks  on  the  government 


ownership  of  railroads ;  a  teacher  may  send  for  a  book  on  how  the  schools  can 
help  in  the  war;  an  engineer  may  write  for  assistance  on  construction  of 
dams  or  the  use  of  powdered  coal  as  fuel;  or  a  town  which  needs  a  new  water 
sewage  or  system  can  obtain  the  necessary  information.  The  only  expense 
incurred  is  the  postage,  which  the  borrower  is  required  to  refund.  It 
occasionally  happens  that  the  library  can  furnish  information  by  letter 
where  information  cannot  be  found  in  books.  At  all  times  citizens  should 
feel  free  to  call  upon  the  State  Library  for  help. 

The  United  States  Government  has  deposited  with  the  library  practically 
all  publications  issued  by  the  departments  at  Washington.  All  the  States 
have  contributed  copies  of  their  official  reports.  Thus  the  research 
worker  has  available  for  his  immediate  use  in  the  reading  room  many 
valuable  official  publications.  The  variety  of  information  found  in  these 
volumes  is  illustrated  by  a  few  of  the  questions  asked  at  the  reference 
desk:  “Have  you  anything  on  the  utilization  of  wood  waste?”  “What  is 
the  difference  in  elevation  between  the  mouth  of  the  Patoka  and  the 
mouth  of  the  Wabash?”  “I  should  like  some  information  about 
Highland  College,  Kansas.”  Public  documents,  by  rule  of  the  United 
States  Government,  are  not  allowed  to  be  circulated,  but  if  it  is 
not  possible  for  the  patron  to  come  in  person  to  the  library  to  consult 
these  documents,  the  assistants  are  glad  to  send  the  name  of  the  publi¬ 
cation  containing  the  answer  to  the  question  so  that  the  patron  can  write 
directly  to  Washington,  where  the  pamphlets  can  often  be  obtained  free  of 
charge.  In  addition  to  State  and  federal  documents,  the  library  is  now 
receiving  official  publications  of  Canada  and  Great  Britian.  These  are 
particularly  useful  at  the  present  time  because  of  the  investigation  of  matters 
brought  into  prominence  by  the  European  War,  many  of  which  are  and  will 
be  matters  of  investigation  in  this  country  also.  The  circulation  of  these 
is  not  restricted  as  is  that  of  the  United  States  documents. 

The  State  Library  is  the  only  library  in  Indiana  that  circulates  reading 
matter  for  the  blind  throughout  the  State.  Most  of  these  books  are  printed 
in  New  York  Point — the  system  taught  in  the  State  School  for  the  Blind.  A 
few  books  in  Moon  type  have  recently  been  added,  as  this  type  is  more 
easily  learned  by  those  who  have  become  blind  late  in  life.  According 
to  postal  regulations,  books  in  embossed  type  for  the  blind  are  sent  free 
of  charge  through  the  mails. 

The  library  receives  126  newspapers,  most  of  which  are  published  in  the 
State,  each  county  being  represented  as  far  as  possible,  and  208  magazines 
covering  various  activities  such  as  political  science,  technology,  art,  music, 
history,  education,  etc.  In  addition  to  these,  the  proceedings  of  national 
organizations  and  learned  societies  form  an  indispensable  part  of  the  refer¬ 
ence  material.  The  library  of  the  Indiana  Academy  of  Science  has  been 
catalogued  and  is  kept  a-:  a  separate  unit  on  the  shelves  of  the  State  Library. 
Its  books  are  available  for  reference  to  any  one  but  are  loaned  only  to  members 
of  the  Academy.

DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA  HISTORY  AND  ARCHIVES 

An  act  approved  March  6,  1913,  concerning'  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  State  Library  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  Department 
of  Indiana  History  and  Archives.  This  act  provides  that  the  Department 
of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  shall  have  the  following  objects  and  pur¬ 
poses: 

“1.  The  care  and  custody  of  official  archives  which  come  into  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  State  Library ;  the  collection  of  materials  bearing  upon  the  history 
of  the  State  and  of  the  territory  included  therein;  the  diffusion  of  knowledge 
in  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State;  the  encouragement  of  historical 
work  and  research. 

“2.  The  examination  and  classification  of  documents  and  records  not 
of  present  day  use  to  their  respective  departments. 

“3.  Cooperation  with  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State 
in  any  manner  approved  by  the  State  Librarian,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Library  Board.” 

The  act  also  provides  that  “Any  state,  county,  or  other  official  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  at  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  State  Library 
for  permanent  preservation  by  the  Department  of  Indiana  History  and 
Archives,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper 
files  and  printed  books  and  material,  not  in  current  use  in  his  office.” 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  completed  the  calendaring  of 
the  John  Tipton  collection  of  manuscripts,  and  is  planning  to  publish  the 
calendar  at  an  early  date,  so  as  to  make  this  collection  of  more  benefit  to 
the  historical  research  worker. 

The  work  of  calendaring  offioial  documents  relating  to  Indiana,  in  the 
government  archives  at  Washington,  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  Department  has  given  special  care  to  the  collection  of  war  material 
as  it  concerns  Indiana  and  has  prepared  permanent  scrapbooks  covering  all 
such  material  from  our  entrance  into  the  world  war. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  secured  §everal  hundred  manu¬ 
scripts  relating  to  Indiana  and  has  added  very  materially  to  the  map  col¬ 
lection  of  the  library.  One  of  the  most  notable  additions  of  the  year 
was  the  complete  collection  of  the  materials  and  manuscripts  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense.  In  cooperation  with  the  Indiana  Historical  Commission 
the  library  is  securing  all  the  available  war  records,  pictures  etc.  of  the  various 
counties  of  the  State.

CREATION  AND  HISTORY 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1816,  by  resolution,  provided  for  a 
library.  The  first  legislative  action  was  in  1825  when  the  Secretary  of 
State  was  made  State  Librarian  under  a  board  of  commissioners,  consisting 
of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  and  Treasurer.  In  1841  a 
State  Librarian  was  chosen  by  the  Legislature.  The  Law  Library  was 
separated  from  the  general  library  in  1867.  It  was  not  till  1895  that  the 
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library  was  made  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  State  and  put 
under  the  State  Board  of  Education.  General  circulation  of  books  was 
first  allowed  by  the  act  of  1903.  The  Legislative  Reference  Department 
was  created  as  a  part  of  the  library  in  1907  and  separated  from  the  library 
in  1913. 

The  work  of  collecting  and  preserving  Indiana  history  was  made  into  a 
department  of  the  library  in  1913,  and  named  The  Department  of  Indiana 
History  and  Archives. 


-  DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  State  Library  is  primarily  a  reference  library.  It  has  four  main 
functions :  to  aid  State  Officers  in  their  official  business ;  to  distribute 
information  to  citizens  of  the  State ;  to  collect  and  preserve  all  Indiana 
material,  and  documents  of  the  United  States  and  other  states ;  to  distribute 
Indiana  documents.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  library  which  contains  current 
fiction  or  much  popular  reading  of  any  sort. 

Its  most  notable  collection  is  that  on  Indiana.  It  has  by  far  the  most 
complete  collection  in  existence  of  material  relating  to  Indiana  or  by 
Indiana  writers.  Reports,  pamphlets,  histories,  newspapers,  manuscripts, 
maps,  pictures,  etc.,  relating  to  the  State  form  a  small  library  in  themselves 
and  contain  many  items  which  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique. 
This  is  constantly  growing.  Effort  has  been  made  to  supplement  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  material  of  Indiana  history  with  the  best  and  most  authentic  works 
on  the  history  of  other  states,  of  the  United  States,  and  of  other  nations. 
Especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  acquisition  of  important  books  on 
the  subjects  of  sociology,  political  science,  economics  and  technology.  In 
these  subjects  then,  particularly,  the  library  is  well  prepared  for  work 
with  the  citizens  and  State  officials,  and  for  cooperation  with  other  insti¬ 
tutions. 

Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve  State  officials,  particularly  those  bureaus 
and  commissions  the  nature  of  whose  work  requires  frequent  reference  to 
books.  Their  needs  are  consulted  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  maga¬ 
zines,  and  suggestions  from  them  as  to  additions  are  welcomed. 

Until  1903  the  foregoing  duties  were  the  chief  ones  of  the  State  Library. 
In  this  year,  however,  a  new  and  very  important  one  was  added  when  the 
law  was  passed  allowing  the  books  of  the  State  Library  to  be  loaned  to  all 
citizens  of  the  State.  Certain  classes  are  necessarily  restricted,  but  all 
ordinary  books  are  circulated  as  freely  as  the  books  of  any  public  library. 
Thus  a  new  field  of  activity  has  been  opened  up,  whose  educational  possi¬ 
bilities  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  From  a  small  beginning  the  work  has 
gradually  been  extended  until  now  books  and  magazines  go  from  the  State 
Library  to  every  corner  of  the  State. 

For  reference  work  the  State  Library  serves  as  a  court  of  higher  appeal 
to  the  smaller  public  and  college  libraries  that,  with  their  limited  resources, 
have  difficulty  in  furnishing  all  the  research  material  now  demanded  by 
their  readers.  It  offers  library  facilities  also  to  citizens,  schools  and  clubs 
in  rural  communities  where  no  libraries  exist.  After  a  few  necessary  cre¬ 
dentials  are  filed  with  the  librarian,  material  is  sent  by  parcel  post  to  these 
patrons.  Thus  the  farmer’s  wife  who  lives  ten  miles  from  any  town  may 
have  books  to  help  her  write  a  club  paper  on  the  causes  of  the  war;  the 
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debating  team  of  the  rural  high  school  may  get  pamphlets  and  handbooks 
on  the  government  ownership  of  railroads ;  an  engineer  may  write  for  assist¬ 
ance  on  construction  of  dams  or  the  use  of  powdered  coal  as  fuel ;  or  a 
town  which  needs  a  new  water  or  sewage  system  can  obtain  the  necessary 
information.  The  only  expense  incurred  is  the  postage,  which  the  bor¬ 
rower  is  required  to  refund.  It  occasionally  happens  that  the  library  can 
furnish  information  by  letter  where  information  cannot  be  found  in  books. 
At  all  times  citizens  should  feel  free  to  call  upon  the  State  Library  for 
help. 

The  United  States  Government  has  deposited  with  the  library  prac¬ 
tically  all  publications  issued  by  the  departments  at  Washington.  All  the 
states  have  contributed  copies  of  their  official  reports.  Thus  the  research 
worker  has  available  for  his  immediate  use  in  the  reading  room  many 
valuable  official  publications.  The  variety  of  information  found  in  these 
volumes  is  illustrated  by  a  few  of  the  questions  asked  at  the  reference 
desk:  “Have  you  anything  on  the  utilization  of  wood  waste?”  “What  is 
the  difference  in  elevation  between  the  mouth  of  the  Potaka  and  the 
mouth  of  the  Wabash?”  “I  should  like  some  information  about  Highland 
College,  Kansas.”  Public  documents,  by  rule  of  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment,  are  not  allowed  to  be  circulated,  but  if  it  is  not  possible  for  the 
patron  to  come  in  person  to  the  library  to  consult  these  documents,  the 
assistants  are  glad  to  send  the  name  of  the  publication  containing  the 
answer  to  the  question  so  that  the  patron  can  write  directly  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  where  the  pamphlets  can  often  be  obtained  free  of  charge.  In 
addition  to  State  and  Federal  documents,  the  library  is  now  receiving 
official  publications  of  Canada  and  Great  Britain.  These  are  particularly 
useful  at  the  present  time  because  of  the  investigation  of  matters  brought 
into  prominence  by  the  European  War,  many  of  which  are  and  will  be 
matters  of  investigation  in  this  country  also.  The  circulation  of  these  is 
not  restricted  as  is  that  of  the  United  States  documents. 

The  State  Library  is  the  only  library  in  Indiana  that  circulates  reading 
matter  for  the  blind  throughout  the  State.  Most  of  these  books  are  printed 
in  New  York  Point.  The  Revised  Braille  is  now  coming  into  use.  Books 
in  this  type  are  also  purchased.  Both  systems  are  taught  in  the  State 
School  for  the  Blind.  A  few  books  in  Moon  type  have  recently  been  added, 
as  this  type  is  more  easily  learned  by  those  who  have  become  blind  late 
in  life.  According  to  postal  regulations,  books  in  embossed  type  for  the 
blind  are  sent  free  of  charge  through  the  mails. 

The  library  receives  128  newspapers,  most  of  which  are  published  in  the 
State,  each  county  being  represented  as  far  as  possible,  and  215  magazines 
covering  various  activities  such  as  political  science,  technology,  art,  music, 
history,  education,  etc.  In  addition  to  these,  the  proceedings  of  national 
organizations  and  learned  societies  form  an  indispensable  part  of  the  refer¬ 
ence  material .9  The  library  of  the  Indiana  Academy  of  Science  has  been 
catalogued  and  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit  on  the  shelves  of  the  State 
Library.  Its  books  are  available  for  reference  to  any  one  but  are  loaned 
only  to  members  of  the  Academy.

DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA  HISTORY  AND  ARCHIVES 


An  act  approved  March  6th,  1913,  concerning  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  State  Library  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives.  This  act  provides  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  shall  have  the  following  objects 
and  purposes : 

“1.  The  care  and  custody  of  official  archives  which  come  into  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  State  Library ;  the  collection  of  materials  bearing  upon  the 
history  of  the  State  and  of  the  territory  included  therein;  the  diffusion  of 
knowledge  in  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State ;  the  encouragement  of 
historical  work  and  research. 

“2.  The  examination  and  classification  of  documents  and  records  not 
of  present  day  use  to  their  respective  departments. 

“3.  Cooperation  with  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State 
in  any  manner  approved  by  the  State  Librarian,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Library  Board.” 

The  act  also  provides  that  “Any  state,  county,  or  other  official  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  at  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  State 
Library  for  permanent  preservation  by  the  Department  of  Indiana  History 
and  Archives,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original  papers,  news¬ 
paper  files  and  printed  books  and  material,  not  in  current  use  in  his 
office.” 

The  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Indiana  Historical  Commis¬ 
sion,  has  given  special  care  to  the  collecting  of  war  material  as  It  concerns 
Indiana,  and  is  securing  all  the  available  war  records,  pictures,  etc.,  of  the 
various  counties  of  the  State. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  secured  manuscripts,  pamphlets, 
scrap  books,  diaries,  letters  and  atlases,  all  bearing  upon  th^  history  of  the 
State. 

A  valuable  collection  of  Civil  War  mementos  has  been  presented  to  the 
Department  during  the  year,  and  deposits  of  some  very  interesting  his¬ 
torical  material  have  been  made.

CREATION  AND  HISTORY 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1816,  by  resolution,  recommended 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  establishment  of  a  State  Library,  but  no 
legislative  action  was  taken  until  1825,  when  the  Secretary  of  State 
was  directed  to  act  as  librarian,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  audi¬ 
tor  and  treasurer  serving  as  a  board  of  commissioners.  This  arrango- 
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ment  continued  until  1841  when  the  library  became  a  separate  institu¬ 
tion,  the  librarian  being  appointed  by  the  legislature.  In  1867  the  law 
books  were  taken  from  the  general  collection  and  organized  into  the 
law  library  under  the  control  of  the  supreme  court.  In  1895  the  library 
was  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  state  and 
placed  under  the  control  of  a  non-partisan  body,  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  Circulation  of  books  in  the  early  days  was  very  much 
restricted  and  did  not  become  general  until  1903.  The  legislative  ref¬ 
erence  department  was  organized  in  1907  and  became  a  separate  bureau 
in  1913.  The  Department  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  was  created 
in  1913.  Its  specific  duties  are  the  collection  and  preservation  of  mate¬ 
rial  relating  to  Indiana  history. 

DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  State  Library  is  primarily  a  reference  library.  It  has  four 
main  functions:  To  aid  state  officers  in  their  official  business;  to  dis¬ 
tribute  information  to  citizens  of  the  state;  to  collect  and  preserve  all 
Indiana  material  and  documents  of  the  United  States  and  other  states; 
to  distribute  Indiana  documents.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  library  which 
contains  current  fiction  or  much  popular  reading  of  any  sort. 

Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve  state  officials,  particularly  those 
bureaus  and  commissions  the  nature  of  whose  work  requires  frequent 
reference  to  books.  Their  needs  are  consulted  in  the  purchase  of  books 
and  magazines,  and  suggestions  from  them  as  to  additions  are  welcomed. 

Until  1903  the  foregoing  duties  were  the  chief  ones  of  the  State 
Library.  In  this  year,  however,  a  new  and  very  important  one  was 
added  when  the  law  was  passed  allowing  the  books  of  the  State  Library 
to  be  loaned  to  all  citizens  of  the  state.  Certain  classes,  are  necessarily 
restricted,  but  all  ordinary  books  are  circulated  as  freely  as  to  the  books 
of  any  public  library.  Thus  a  new  field  of  activity  has  been  opened 
up,  whose  educational  possibilities  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  From 
a  small  beginning  the  work  has  gradually  been  extended  until  now 
books  and  magazines  go  from  the  State  Library  to  every  corner  of  the 
state. 

For  reference  work  the  State  Library  serves  as  a  court  of  higher 
appeal  to  the  smaller  public  and  college  libraries  that,  with  their  lim¬ 
ited  resources,  have  difficulty  in  furnishing  all  the  books  now  demanded 
by  their  readers.  It  also  offers  library  facilities  to  individuals,  schools 
and  clubs  who  live  in  the  country  or  in  towns  where  no  library  exists. 
Loans  are  made  through  the  libraries  when  possible,  and  direct  to  the 
individual  if  he  has  access  to  no  library.  All  classes  are  reached  except 
children  under  high  school  age.  Women  write  for  help  not  only  on  liter¬ 
ary  and  art  subjects,  but  frequently  on  household  questions  and  care  of 
children.  Men  are  interested  in  professional  or  occupational  subjects, 
engineering,  blacksmithing,  selling  real  estate,  business  management, 
to  name  only  a  few  of  the  varied  calls  in  this  field.  High  school  and 
college  students  keep  us  busy  with  requests  for  supplementary  reading 
or  for  their  debates  on  immigration,  labor  problems  and  other  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  day.  We  try  to  answer  all  letters  fully  and  promptly  and 
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in  cases  where  we  do  not  have  the  required  information,  indicate,  if 
possible,  some  other  source  which  may  be  accessible  to  the  writer.  This 
year  there  was  no  county  in  the  state  which  did  not  receive  books  from 
the  State  Library. 


SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS 

In  general,  the  library  has  been  most  fully  developed  in  the  fields 
of  history  (particularly  of  the  United  States),  sociology,  political  science, 
education,  economics  and  technology.  The  literature,  art  and  science 
departments,  rather  neglected  in  the  earlier  days  because  of  the  restricted 
use  of  the  library,  are  being  added  to  as  rapidly  as  funds  permit  and 
the  calls  justify.  Lack  of  space  and  money  forbid  the  purchase  of  much 
in  all  departments  that  we  should  have,  but  any  attempt  at  completeness 
being  thus  denied,  we  aim  at  a  well  selected  collection  as  a  second  best 
goal. 

Its  most  notable  collection  is  that  on  Indiana,  by  far  the  most  nearly 
complete  in  existence,  of  material  relating  to  Indiana  or  by  Indiana  writ¬ 
ers.  Reports,  pamphlets,  histories,  newspapers,  manuscripts,  maps,  pic¬ 
tures,  etc.,  relating  to  the  state,  form  a  small  library  in  themselves  and 
contain  many  items  which  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique. 

It  also  contains  what  is,  except  for  some  very  early  publications, 
practically  a  complete  file  of  federal  documents.  These  are  classified 
and  catalogued,  and  form  an  invaluable  source  of  information,  much  of 
which  is  inaccessible  elsewhere.  These  are  not  loaned  but  often  ref¬ 
erences  can  be  given  so  that  the  inquirer  can  secure  the  documents  for 
himself.  Reports  of  other  states  are  sent  in  exchange  for  those  of  our 
own  state  and  these  are  often  very  useful,  particularly  for  information 
on  natural  resources,  such  as  oil,  gas  and  coal.  Canadian  and  British 
documents  are  received  regularly. 

The  State  Library  has  the  only  collection  of  books  for  the  blind 
that  circulates  generally.  The  majority  of  new  purchases  are  now  in 
the  standard  type,  Revised  Braille.  The  books  are  exceedingly  expensive, 
but  the  cost  is  well  justified  by  the  appreciation  of  those  who  use  them. 
One  blind  reader  writes  us:  “If  the  enjoyment  which  I  have  had  at 
the  expense  of  the  Indiana  State  Library  were  to  turn  into  property, 
the  library  for  the  blind  would  be  able  to  treble  its  capacity.” 

The  library  receives  118  newspapers,  most  of  which  are  published  in 
the  state,  each  county  being  represented  as  far  as  possible,  and  214 
magazines  covering  various  activities  such  as  political  science,  technology, 
art,  music,  history,  education,  etc.  In  addition  to  these,  the  proceedings 
of  national  organizations  and  learned  societies  form  an  indispensable 
part  of  the  reference  material.  The  library  of  the  Indiana  Academy  of 
Science  has  been  catalogued  and  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit  on  the  shelves 
of  the  State  Library.  Its  books  are  available  for  reference  to  any  one 
but  are  loaned  only  to  members  of  the  academy. 

This  year  we  have  collected  and  organized  the  nucleus  of  what  will 
become,  we  hope,  a  good  picture  collection.  It  is  confined  entirely  to  art 
and  for  the  present  at  least,  we  do  not  contemplate  extending  into  other 
fields.  It  now  consists  of  about  seven  hundred  color  reproductions  of 
great  paintings,  mostly  old  masters  but  some  modern.  The  reproduc- 
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tions  are  Medici  and  Seeman  prints,  the  latter  of  quite  good  size.  Both 
are  extremely  good  in  color.  There  are  also  some  five  hundred  small 
black  and  white  pictures,  all  of  old  masters.  These  pictures  are  loaned 
on  the  same  terms  as  books.  We  hope  that  they  will  prove  useful  to 
clubs  and  schools.

DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA  HISTORY  AND  ARCHIVES 


An  act  approved  March  6,  1913,  concerning  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  State  Library  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives.  This  act  provides  that  the 
Department  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  shall  have  the  following 
objects  and  purposes:  .  .  . 

“1.  The  care  and  custody  of  official  archives  which  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  State  Library;  the  collection  of  materials  bearing 
upon  the  history  of  the  state  and  of  the  territory  included  therein;  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  history  of  the  state;  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  historical  work  and  research. 

“ 2 .  The  examination  and  classification  of  documents  and  records 
not  of  present  day  use  to  their  respective  departments. 

“3.  Co-operation  with  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
state  in  any  manner  approved  by  the  State  Librarian,  with  the  consent 
of  the  library  board/’  1 

The  act  also  provides  that  “Any  state,  county,  or  other  official  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the 
State  Library  for  permanent  preservation  by  the  Department  of  Indiana 
History  and  Archives,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original 
papers,  newspaper  files  and  printed  books  and  material,  not  in  current 
use  in  his  office.” 

The  department,  in  co-operation  with  the  Indiana  Historical  Com¬ 
mission,  is  giving  special  care  to  the  collecting  of  war  material  as  it 
concerns  Indiana,  and  is  securing  all  the  available  war  records,  pictures, 
etc.,  of  the  various  counties  of  the  state,  and  binding  and  preserving 
peimanently  all  the  original  letters  and  papers  dealing  with  any  phase  of 
Indiana’s  part  in  the  world  war. 
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During  the  year  the  department  has  secured  manuscripts,  pam¬ 
phlets,  scrap  books,  diaries,  letters  and  biographical  material. 

The  department  is  planning  to  co-operate  with  the  Indiana  His¬ 
torical  Commission  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  in  making  an 
archaeological  and  historical  survey  of  the  state.

The  Indiana  Law  Library  had  its  beginning  in  an  act  passed  by  the 
legislature  in  the  year  1876,  providing  separate  rooms  for  the  law  books 
then  in  the  State  Library;  placing  them  in  the  custody  of  the  supreme 
court;  authorizing  the  judges  to  make  such  purchases  of  books  as  they 
might  deem  advisable,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of 
the  library.  The  beginning  was  small,  for  the  books  transferred  to  the 
custody  of  the  court  were  very  few,  and  its  present  magnitude  is  a  source 
of  gratification  to  all  who  have  been  connected  with  the  library  in  the 
fifty-five  years  of  its  existence.  The  library  is  estimated  to  contain 
about  70,000  volumes,  340  volumes  being  added  the  past  year.  The 
library  is  in  constant  use  by  attorneys  from  this  and  other  states,  and 
is  of  much  help  to  the  law  students  from  the  different  schools.  The 
members  of  the  supreme  court  who  have  control  and  custody  of  the 
library  are :

CREATION  AND  HISTORY 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1816,  by  resolution,  recommended 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  establishment  of  a  State  Library,  but  no 
legislative  action  was  taken  until  1825,  when  the  Secretary  of  State 
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was  directed  to  act  as  librarian,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Treasurer  serving  as  a  board  of  commissioners.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  continued  until  1841,  when  the  library  became  a  separate  institu¬ 
tion,  the  librarian  being  appointed  by  the  legislature.  In  1867  the  law 
books  were  taken  from  the  general  collection  and  organized  into  the 
law  library  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Court.  In  1895  the  library 
was  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  state  and 
placed  under  the  control  of  a  non-partisan  body,  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  Circulation  of  books  in  the  early  days  was  very  much 
restricted  and  did  not  become  general  until  1903.  The  legislative  reD 
erence  department  was  organized  in  1907  and  became  a  separate  bureau 
in  1913.  The  Department  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  was  created 
in  1913.  Its  specific  duties  are  the  collection  and  preservation  of  mate¬ 
rial  relating  to  Indiana  history. 

DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  State  Library  is  primarily  a  reference  library.  It  has  four 
main  functions:  To  aid  state  officers  in  their  official  business;  to  dis¬ 
tribute  information  to  citizens  of  the  state;  to  collect  and  preserve  all 
Indiana  material  and  documents  of  the  United  States  and  other  states; 
to  distribute  Indiana  documents.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  library  which 
contains  current  fiction  or  much  popular  reading  of  any  sort. 

Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve  state  officials,  particularly  those 
bureaus  and  commissions  the  nature  of  whose  work  requires  frequent 
reference  to  books.  Their  needs  are  consulted  in  the  purchase  of  books 
and  magazines,  and  suggestions  from  them  for  additions  are  welcomed. 

Until  1903  the  foregoing  duties  were  the  chief  ones  of  the  State 
Library.  In  this  year,  however,  a  new  and  very  important  one  was 
added  when  the  law  was  passed  allowing  the  books  of  the  State  Library 
to  be  loaned  to  all  citizens  of  the  state.  All  ordinary  books  are  cir¬ 
culated  as  freely  as  the  books  of  any  public  library,  but  certain  classes 
are  necessarily  restricted.  Thus  a  new  field  of  activity  has  been  opened 
up,  whose  educational  possibilities  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  From 
a  small  beginning  the  work  has  gradually  been  extended  until  now  books 
and  magazines  go  from  the  State  Library  to  every  corner  of  the  state. 

For  reference  work  the  State  Library  serves  as  a  court  of  higher 
appeal  to  the  smaller  public  and  college  libraries  that,  with  their  lim¬ 
ited  resources,  have  difficulty  in  furnishing  all  the  books  now  demanded 
by  their  readers.  It  also  offers  library  facilities  to  schools,  and  to  indi¬ 
vidual  clubs,  who  live  in  the  country  or  in  towns  where  no  library  exists. 
Loans  are  made  through  the  libraries  when  possible,  and  direct  to  the 
individual  if  he  has  access  to  no  library.  All  classes  are  reached  except 
children  under  high  school  age.  Women  write  for  help  not  only  on 
literary  and  art  subjects,  but  frequently  on  household  questions  and  care 
of  children.  Men  are  interested  in  professional  or  occupational  subjects: 
engineering,  blacksmithing,  selling  real  estate,  business  management, 
to  name  only  a  few  of  the  varied  calls  in  this  field.  High  school  and 
college  students  keep  us  busy  with  requests  for  supplementary  reading 
or  for  their  debates  on  immigration,  labor  problems  and  other  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  day.  We  try  to  answer  all  letters  fully  and  promptly  and

in  cases  where  we  do  not  have  the. required  information,  indicate,  if 
possible,  some  other  source  which  may  be  accessible  to  the  writer.  We 
are  serving  every  county  in  the  state. 

SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS 

In  general,  the  library  has  been  most  fully  developed  in  the  fields 
of  history  (particularly  of  the  United  States),  sociology,  political  sci¬ 
ence,  education,  economics  and  technology.  The  literature,  art  and  sci¬ 
ence  departments,  somewhat  neglected  in  the  earlier  days  because  of  the 
rstricted  use  of  the  library,  are  added  to  as  rapidly  as  funds  permit 
and  the  calls  justify.  Lack  of  space  and  money  forbid  the  purchase  of 
much  in  all  departments  that  we  should  have,  but  any  attempt  at  com¬ 
pleteness  being  thus  denied,  we  aim  at  a  well  selected  collection  as  a 
second  best  goal. 

Its  most  notable  collection  is  that  on  Indiana,  by  far  the  most  nearly 
complete  in  existence,  of  material  relating  to  Indiana  or  by  Indiana 
writers.  Reports,  pamphlets,  histories,  newspapers,  manuscripts,  maps, 
pictures,  etc.,  relating  to  the  state,  form  a  small  library  in  themselves 
and  contain  many  items  which  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique. 

It  also  contains  what  is,  except  for  some  very  early  publications, 
practically  a  complete  file  of  federal  documents.  These  are  classified 
and  cataloged,  and  form  an  invaluable  source  of  information,  much  of 
which  is  inaccessible  elsewhere.  These  are  not  loaned  but  often  refer¬ 
ences  can  be  given  so  that  the  inquirer  can  secure  the  documents  for 
himself.  Reports  of  other  states  are  sent  in  exchange  for  those  of  our 
own  state  and  these  are  often  very  useful,  particularly  for  information 
on  natural  resources,  such  as  oil,  gas  and  coal.  Canadian  and  British 
documents  are  received  regularly. 

The  State  Library  has  the  only  collection  of  books  for  the  blind 
that  circulates  generally.  The  majority  of  new  purchases  are  now  in 
the  standard  type,  Revised  Braille.  The  books  are  exceedingly  expensive, 
but  the  cost  is  well  justified  by  the  appreciation  of  those  who  use  them. 
One  blind  reader  writes  us:  “If  the  enjoyment  which  I  have  had  at 
the  expense  of  the  Indiana  State  Library  were  to  turn  into  property, 
the  library  for  the  blind  would  be  able  to  treble  its  capacity.” 

The  library  receives  113  newspapers,  most  of  which  are  published 
in  the  state,  each  county  being  represented  as  far  as  possible,  and  254 
magazines  covering  various  activities  such  as  political  science,  tech¬ 
nology,  art,  music,  history,  education,  etc.  In  addition  to  these,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  national  organizations  and  learned  societies  form  an  indis¬ 
pensable  part  of  the  reference  material.  The  library  of  the  Indiana 
Academy  of  Science  has  been  cataloged  and  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit 
on  the  shelves  of  the  State  Library.  Its  books  are  available  for  refer¬ 
ence  to  any  one,  but  are  loaned  only  to  members  of  the  academy. 

We  have  collected  and  organized  the  nucleus  of  what  will  become, 
we  hope,  a  good  picture  collection.  It  is  confined  entirely  to  art  and 
for  the  present  at  least,  we  do  not  contemplate  extending  into  other 
fields.  It  now  consists  of  about  fourteen  hundred  color  reproductions 
of  great  paintings,  mostly  old  masters,  but  some  modern.  The  repro¬ 
ductions  are  Medici,  Seeman  and  museum  prints,  the  last  two  of  quite 
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good  size.  Both  are  extremely  good  in  color.  There  are  also  some  five 
hundred  small  black  and  white  pictures,  all  of  old  masters.  These  pic¬ 
tures  are  loaned  on  the  same  terms  as  books,  and  have  been  much 
appreciated  by  schools  and  clubs.

DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA  HISTORY  AND  ARCHIVES 

An  act  approved  March  6,  1913,  concerning  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  State  Library  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives.  This  act  provides  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  shall  have  the  following 
objects  and  purposes: 

“1.  The  care  and  custody  of  official  archives  which  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  State  Library;  the  collection  of  materials  bearing  upon 
the  history  of  the  state  and  of  the  territory  included  therein;  the  dif¬ 
fusion  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  history  of  the  state;  the  encour¬ 
agement  of  historical  work  and  research. 

“2.  The  examination  and  classification  of  documents  and  records 
not  of  present  day  use  to  their  respective  departments. 

“3.  Co-operation  with  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
state  in  any  manner  approved  by  the  State  Librarian,  with  the  consent 
of  the  library  board.” 

The  act  also  provides  that  “Any  state,  county,  or  other  official  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the 
State  Library  for  permanent  preservation  by  the  Department  of  Indiana 
History  and  Archives,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original 
papers,  newspaper  files  and  printed  books  and  material,  not  in  curren* 
use  iir  his  office.” 

The  work  of  the  department  during  the  past  year  has  been  mainly 
reference  work  on  Indiana  subjects,  the  organization  and  binding  of 
Indiana’s  World  War  records,  and  the  collection  and  preservation  of 
material  relating  in  any  way  to  Indiana. 

The  department  is  in  close  co-operation  with  the  other  historical 
agencies  of  the  state. 

During  this  year,  the  department  has  done  more  reference  work  on 
subjects  relating  to  Indiana  than  ever  before,  both  for  Indiana  citizens 
and  also  for  many  persons  from  other  states.  It  has  also  been  used 


extensively  by  research  students  from  the  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
state.  Additional  work  has  been  the  organization  and  binding  of  about 
two  hundred  volumes  of  Indiana’s  World  War  records  and  the  calendar¬ 
ing  of  several  thousand  early  manuscripts. 

Many  valuable  gifts  of  historical  material  relating  to  Indiana  have 
been  received  and  the  growth  of  the  collection  has  been  steady  and 
gratifying. 

More  than  anything  else,  the  department,  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  State  Library,  needs  to  be  housed  in  a  fireproof  structure  where 
there  is  space  for  development.  At  present,  there  is  much  material 
stored  and  inaccessible.  One  of  the  most  valuable  assets  of  a  state 
should  be  its  archives  department,  where  the  official  papers  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  offices  of  the  state  may  be  filed  for  future  legal  and  historical 
purposes  instead  of  stored  and  lost,  as  has  happened  in  many  of  the 
offices  of  this  state  from  the  very  beginning  of  its  existence.  Under  the 
present  crowded  condition,  little  or  nothing  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
housing  and  filing  these  state  papers.  If  the  state’s  history  and  archives 
are  to  be  preserved,  a  great  deal  more  space  is  an  urgent  necessity.

CREATION  AND  HISTORY 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1816,  by  resolution,  recommended 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  establishment  of  a  State  Library,  but  no 
legislative  action  was  taken  until  1825,  when  the  Secretary  of  State 
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was  directed  to  act  as  librarian,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Treasurer  serving  as  a  board  of  commissioners.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  continued  until  1841,  when  the  library  became  a  separate  institu¬ 
tion,  the  librarian  being  appointed  by  the  legislature.  In  1867  the  law 
books  were  taken  from  the  general  collection  and  organized  into  the 
law  library  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Court.  In  1895  the  library 
was  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  state  and 
placed  under  the  control  of  a  non-partisan  body,  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  Circulation  of  books  in  the  early  days  was  very  much 
restricted  and  did  not  become  general  until  1903.  The  legislative  ref¬ 
erence  department  was  organized  in  1907  and  became  a  separate  bureau 
in  1913.  The  Department  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  was  created 
in  1913.  Its  specific  duties  are  the  collection  and  preservation  of  mate¬ 
rial  relating  to  Indiana  history. 

DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  State  Library  is  primarily  a  reference  library.  It  has  four 
main  functions:  To  aid  state  officers  in  their  official  business;  to  dis¬ 
tribute  information  to  citizens  of  the  state;  to  collect  and  preserve  all 
Indiana  material  and  documents  of  the  United  States  and  other  states; 
to  distribute  Indiana  documents.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  library  which 
contains  current  fiction  or  much  popular  reading  of  any  sort. 

Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve  state  officials,  particularly  those 
bureaus  and  commissions  the  nature  of  whose  work  requires  frequent 
reference  to  books.  Their  needs  are  consulted  in  the  purchase  of  books 
and  magazines,  and  suggestions  from  them  for  additions  are  welcomed. 

Until  1903  the  foregoing  duties  were  the  chief  ones  of  the  State 
Library.  In  this  year,  however,  a  new  and  very  important  one  was 
added  when  the  law  was  passed  allowing  the  books  of  the  State  Library 
to  be  loaned  to  all  citizens  of  the  state.  All  ordinary  books  are  cir¬ 
culated  as  freely  as  the  books  of  any  public  library,  but  certain  classes 
are  necessarily  restricted.  Thus  a  new  field  of  activity  has  been  opened 
up,  whose  educational  possibilities  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  From 
a  small  beginning  the  work  has  gradually  been  extended  until  now  books 
and  magazines  go  from  the  State  Library  to  every  corner  of  the  state. 

For  reference  work  the  State  Library  serves  as  a  court  of  higher 
appeal  to  the  smaller  public  and  college  libraries  that,  with  their  lim¬ 
ited  resources,  have  difficulty  in  furnishing  all  the  books  now  demanded 
by  their  readers.  It  also  offers  library  facilities  to  individuals,  schools 
and  clubs  who  live  in  the  country  or  in  towns  where  no  library  exists. 
Loans  are  made  through  the  libraries  when  possible,  and  direct  to  the 
individual  if  he  has  access  to  no  library.  All  classes  are  reached  except 
children  under  high  school  age.  Women  write  for  help  not  only  on 
literary  and  art  subjects,  but  frequently  on  household  questions  and  care 
of  children.  Men  are  interested  in  professional  or  occupational  subjects, 
engineering,  blacksmithing,  selling  real  estate,  business  management, 
to  name  only  a  few  of  the  varied  calls  in  this  field.  High  school  and 
college  students  keep  us  busy  with  requests  for  supplementary  reading 
or  for  their  debates  on  immigration,  labor  problems  and  other  ques- 
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tions  of  the  day.  We  try  to  answer  all  letters  fully  and  promptly  and 
in  cases  where  we  do  not  have  the  required  information,  indicate,  if 
possible,  some  other  source  which  may  be  accessible  to  the  writer.  We 
are  serving  every  county  in  the  state. 


SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS 


In  general,  the  library  has  been  most  fully  developed  in  the  fields 
of  history  (particularly  of  the  United  States),  sociology,  political  sci¬ 
ence,  education,  economics  and  technology.  The  literature,  art  and  sci¬ 
ence  departments,  somewhat  neglected  in  the  earlier  days  because  of  the 
restricted  use  of  the  library,  are  added  to  as  rapidly  as  funds  permit 
and  the  calls  justify.  Lack  of  space  and  money  forbid  the  purchase  of 
much  in  all  departments  that  we  should  have,  but  any  attempt  at  com¬ 
pleteness  being  thus  denied,  we  aim  at  a  well  selected  collection  as  a 
second  best  goal. 

Its  most  notable  collection  is  that  on  Indiana,  by  far  the  most  nearly 
complete  in  existence,  of  material  relating  to  Indiana  or  by  Indiana 
writers.  Reports,  pamphlets,  histories,  newspapers,  manuscripts,  maps, 
pictures,  etc.,  relating  to  the  state,  form  a  small  library  in  themselves 
and  contain  many  items  which  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique. 

It  also  contains  what  is,  except  for  some  very  early  publications, 
practically  a  complete  file  of  federal  documents.  These  are  classified 
and  cataloged,  and  form  an  invaluable  source  of  information,  much  of 
which  is  inaccessible  elsewhere.  These  are  not  loaned  but  often  refer¬ 
ences  can  be  given  so  that  the  inquirer  can  secure  the  documents  for 
himself.  Reports  of  other  states  are  sent  in  exchange  for  those  of  our 
own  state  and  these  are  often  very  useful,  particularly  for  information 
on  natural  resources,  such  as  oil,  gas  and  coal.  Canadian  and  British 
documents  are  received  regularly. 

The  State  Library  has  the  only  collection  of  books  for  the  blind 
that  circulates  generally.  The  majority  of  new  purchases  are  now  in 
the  standard  type,  Revised  Braille.  The  books  are  exceedingly  expensive, 
but  the  cost  is  well  justified  by  the  appreciation  of  those  who  use  them. 
One  blind  reader  writes  us:  “If  the  enjoyment  which  I  have  had  at 
the  expense  of  the  Indiana  State  Library  were  to  turn  into  property, 
the  library  for  the  blind  would  be  able  to  treble  its  capacity.” 

The  library  receives  114  newspapers,  most  of-  which  are  published 
in  the  state,  each  county  being  represented  as  far  as  possible,  and  252 
magazines  covering  various  activities  such  as  political  science,  tech¬ 
nology,  art,  music,  history,  education,  etc.  In  addition  to  these,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  national  organizations  and  learned  societies  form  an  indis¬ 
pensable  part  of  the  reference  material.  The  library  of  the  Indiana 
Academy  of  Science  has  been  cataloged  and  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit 
on  the  shelves  of  the  State  Library.  Its  books  are  available  for  refer¬ 
ence  to  any  one,  but  are  loaned  only  to  members  of  the  academy. 

We  have  collected  and  organized  the  nucleus  of  what  will  become, 
we  hope,  a  good  picture  collection.  It  is  confined  entirely  to  art  and 
for  the  present  at  least,  we  do  not  contemplate  extending  into  other 
fields.  It  now  consists  of  about  eleven  hundred  and  twenty  color  repro- 
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ductions  of  great  paintings,  mostly  old  masters  but  some  modern.  The 
reproductions  are  Medici,  Seeman  and  museum  prints,  the  last  two  of 
quite  good  size.  Both  are  extremely  good  in  color.  There  are  also  some 
five  hundred  small  black  and  white  pictures,  all  of  old  masters.  These 
pictures  are  loaned  on  the  same  terms  as  books.  We  hope  that  they  will 
prove  useful  to  clubs  and  schools.

DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA  HISTORY  AND  ARCHIVES 

An  act  approved  March  6,  1913,  concerning  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  State  Library  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives.  This  act  provides  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  shall  have  the  following 
objects  and  purposes: 

“1.  The  care  and  custody  of  official  archives  which  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  State  Library;  the  collection  of  materials  bearing  upon 
the  history  of  the  state  and  of  the  territory  included  therein;  the  dif¬ 
fusion  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  history  of  the  state;  the  encour¬ 
agement  of  historical  work  and  research. 

“2.  The  examination  and  classification  of  documents  and  records 
not  of  present  day  use  to  their  respective  departments. 

“3.  Co-operation  with  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
state  in  any  manner  approved  by  the  State  Librarian,  with  the  consent 
of  the  library  board.” 

The  act  also  provides  that  “Any  state,  county,  or  other  official  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the 
State  Library  for  permanent  preservation  by  the  Department  of  Indiana 
History  and  Archives,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original 
papers,  newspaper  files  and  printed  books  and  material,  not  in  current 
use  in  his  office.” 

The  work  of  the  department  during  the  past  year  has  been  mainly 
reference  work  on  Indiana  subjects,  the  organization  and  binding  of 
Indiana’s  World  War  records,  and  the  collection  and  preservation  of 
material  relating  in  any  way  to  Indiana. 

The  department  is  in  close  co-operation  with  the  other  historical 
agencies  of  the  state.

CREATION  AND  HISTORY 


The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1816,  by  resolution,  recommended 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  establishment  of  a  State  Library,  but  no 
legislative  action  was  taken  until  1825,  when  the  Secretary  of  State 
was  directed  to  act  as  librarian,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Audi- 


tor  and  Treasurer  serving  as  a  board  of  commissioners.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  continued  until  1841  when  the  library  became  a  separate  institu¬ 
tion,  the  librarian  being  appointed  by  the  legislature.  In  1867  the  law 
books  were  taken  from  the  general  collection  and  organized  into  the 
law  library  under  the  control  of  the  supreme  court.  In  1895  the  library 
was  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  state  and 
placed  under  the  control  of  .a  non-partisan  body,  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  Circulation  of  books  in  the  early  days  was  very  much 
restricted  and  did  not  become  general  until  1903.  The  legislative  ref¬ 
erence  department  was  organized  in  1907  and  became  a  separate  bureau 
in  1913.  The  Department  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  was  created 
in  1913.  Its  specific  duties  are  the  collection  and  preservation  of  mate¬ 
rial  relating  to  Indiana  history. 

DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  State  Library  is  primarily  a  reference  library.  It  has  four 
main  functions:  To  aid  state  officers  in  their  official  business;  to  dis¬ 
tribute  information  to  citizens  of  the  state;  to  collect  and  preserve  all 
Indiana  material  and  documents  of  the  United  States  and  other  states; 
to  distribute  Indiana  documents.  It  is  not,  therefore,  a  library  which 
contains  current  fiction  or  much  popular  reading  of  any  sort. 

Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve  state  officials,  particularly  those 
bureaus  and  commissions  the  nature  of  whose  work  requires  frequent 
reference  to  books.  Their  needs  are  consulted  in  the  purchase  of  books 
and  magazines,  and  suggestions  from  them  as  to  additions  are  welcomed. 

Until  1903  the  foregoing  duties  were  the  chief  ones  of  the  State 
Library.  In  this  year,  however,  a  new  and  very  important  one  was 
added  when  the  law  was  passed  allowing  the  books  of  the  State  Library 
to  be  loaned  to  all  citizens  of  the  state.  Certain  classes  are  necessarily 
restricted,  but  all  ordinary  books  are  circulated  as  freely  as  the  books 
of  any  public  library.  Thus  a  new  field  of  activity  has  been  opened 
up,  whose  educational  possibilities  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  From 
a  small  beginning  the  work  has  gradually  been  extended  until  now 
books  and  magazines  go  from  the  State  Library  to  every  corner  of  the 
state. 

For  reference  work  the  State  Library  serves  as  a  court  of  higher 
appeal  to  the  smaller  public  and  college  libraries  that,  with  their  lim¬ 
ited  resources,  have  difficulty  in  furnishing  all  the  books  now  demanded 
by  their  readers.  It  also  offers  library  facilities  to  individuals,  schools 
and  clubs  who  live  in  the  country  or  in  towns  where  no  library  exists. 
Loans  are  made  through  the  libraries  when  possible,  and  direct  to  the 
individual  if  he  has  access  to  no  library.  All  classes  are  reached  except 
children  under  high  school  age.  Women  write  for  help  not  only  on  liter¬ 
ary  and  art  subjects,  but  frequently  on  household  questions  and  care  of 
children.  Men  are  interested  in  professional  or  occupational  subjects, 
engineering,  blacksmithing,  selling  real  estate,  business  management, 
to  name  only  a  few  of  the  varied  calls  in  this  field.  High  school  and 
college  students  keep  us  busy  with  requests  for  supplementary  reading 
or  for  their  debates  on  immigration,  labor  problems  and  other  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  day.  We  try  to  answer  all  letters  fully  and  promptly  and 
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in  cases  where  we  do  not  have  the  required  information,  indicate,  if 
possible,  some  other  source  which  may  be  accessible  to  the  writer.  We 
are  serving  every  county  in  the  state. 

SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS 

In  general,  the  library  has  been  most  fully  developed  in  the  fields 
of  history  (particularly  of  the  United  States),  sociology,  political  sci¬ 
ence,  education,  economics  and  technology.  The  literature,  art  and  sci¬ 
ence  departments,  rather  neglected  in  the  earlier  days  because  of  the 
restricted  use  of  the  library,  are  added  to  as  rapidly  as  funds  permit 
and  the  calls  justify.  Lack  of  space  and  money  forbid  the  purchase  of 
much  in  all  departments  that  we  should  have,  but  any  attempt  at  com¬ 
pleteness  being  thus  denied,  we  aim  at  a  well  selected  collection  as  a 
second  best  goal. 

Its  most  notable  collection  is  that  on  Indiana,  by  far  the  most  nearly 
complete  in  existence,  of  material  relating  to  Indiana  or  by  Indiana 
writers.  Reports,  pamphlets,  histories,  newspapers,  manuscripts,  maps, 
pictures,  etc.,  relating  to  the  state,  form  a  small  library  in  themselves 
and  contain  many  items  which  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique. 

It  also  contains  what  is,  except  for  some  very  early  publications, 
practically  a  complete  file  of  federal  documents.  These  are  classified 
and  cataloged,  and  from  an  invaluable  source  of  information,  much  of 
which  is  inaccessible  elsewhere.  These  are  not  loaned  but  often  ref¬ 
erences  can  be  given  so  that  the  inquirer  can  secure  the  documents  for 
himself.  Reports  of  other  states  are  sent  in  exchange  for  those  of  our 
own  state  and  these  are  often  very  useful,  particularly  for  information 
on  natural  resources,  such  as  oil,  gas  and  coal.  Canadian  and  British 
documents  are  received  regularly. 

The  State  Library  has  the  only  collection  of  books  for  the  blind 
that  circulates  generally.  The  majority  of  new  purchases  are  now  in 
the  standard  type,  Revised  Braille.  The  books  are  exceedingly  expensive, 
but  the  cost  is  well  justified  by  the  appreciation  of  those  who  use  them. 
One  blind  reader  writes  us:  “If  the  enjoyment  which  I  have  had  at 
the  expense  of  the  Indiana  State  Library  were  to  turn  into  property, 
the  library  for  the  blind  would  be  able  to  treble  its  capacity.” 

The  library  receives  116  newspapers,  most  of  which  are  published 
in  the  state,  each  county  being  represented  as  far  as  possible,  and  237 
magazines  covering  various  activities  such  as  political  science,  tech¬ 
nology,  art,  music,  history,  education,  etc.  In  addition  to  these,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  national  organizations  and  learned  societies  form  an  indis¬ 
pensable  part  of  the  reference  material.  The  library  of  the  Indiana 
Academy  of  Science  has  been  cataloged  and  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit 
on  the  shelves  of  the  State  Library.  Its  books  are  available  for  refer¬ 
ence  to  any  one  but  are  loaned  only  to  members  of  the  academy. 

We  have  collected  and  organized  the  nucleus  of  what  will  become, 
we  hope,  a  good  picture  collection.  It  is  confined  entirely  to  art  and 
for  the  present  at  least,  we  do  not  contemplate  extending  into  other 
fields.  It  now  consists  of  about  nine  hundred  color  reproductions  of 
great  paintings,  mostly  old  masters  but  some  modern.  The  reproductions 
are  Medici,  Seeman  and  museum  prints,  the  last  two  of  quite  good  size. 
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Both  are  extremely  good  in  color.  There  are  also  some  five  hundred 
small  black  and  white  pictures,  all  of  old  masters.  These  pictures  are 
loaned  on  the  same  terms  as  books.  We  hope  that  they  will  prove  useful 
to  clubs  and  schools.

DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA  HISTORY  AND  ARCHIVES 

An  act  approved  March  6,  1913,  concerning  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  State  Library  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  De¬ 
partment  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives.  This  act  provides  that  the 
Department  of  Indiana  History  and  Archives  shall  have  the  following 
objects  and  purposes: 

“1.  The  care  and  custody  of  official  archives  which  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  State  Library;  the  collection  of  materials  bearing 
upon  the  history  of  the  state  and  of  the  territory  included  therein;  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  history  of  the  state;  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  historical  work  and  research. 

“2.  The  examination  and  classification  of  documents  and  records 
not  of  present  day  use  to  their  respective  departments. 

“3.  Co-operation  with  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
state  in  any  manner  approved  by  the  State  Librarian,  with  the  consent 
of  the  library  board.” 

The  act  also  provides  that  “Any  state,  county,  or  other  official  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the 
State  Library  for  permanent  preservation  by  the  Department  of  Indiana 
History  and  Archives,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original 
papers,  newspaper  files  and  printed  books  and  material,  not  in  current 
use  in  his  office.” 

The  department,  in  co-operation  with  the  Indiana  Historical  Com¬ 
mission,  is  giving  special  care  to  the  collecting  of  war  material  as  it 
concerns  Indiana,  and  is  securing  all  the  available  war  records,  pic¬ 
tures,  etc.,  of  the  various  counties  of  the  state,  and  binding  and  pre¬ 
serving  permanently  all  the  original  letters  and  papers  dealing  with 
any  phase  of  Indiana’s  part  in  the  world  war. 

The  department  has  secured  many  valuable  additions  during  the 
year  by  purchase  and  through  gifts.  These  are  mostly  pamphlets, 
newspapers  and  manuscripts  relating  to  Indiana. 


The  department  is  co-operating  with  the  Indiana  Historical  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  in  making  an  archaeologi¬ 
cal  and  historical  survey  of  the  state,  and  increasing  demands  are  being 
made  upon  this  department  by  research  workers  and  students.

INDIANA  LAW  LIBRARY

The  Indiana  Law  Library  had  its  beginning  in  an  act  passed  by 
the  legislature  in  the  year  1867,  providing  separate  rooms  for  the  law 
books  then  in  the  State  Library,  placing  them  in  the  custody  of  the 
supreme  court;  authorizing  the  judges  to  make  such  purchases  of  books 
as  they  might  think  advisable,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
use  of  the  library.  The  library  at  that  time  was  small,  and  the  books 
transferred  to  the  court  were  very  few  in  number,  but  its  present 
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magnitude  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  all  who  have  been  connected 
with  the  library  in  the  past  fifty-six  years  of  its  existence.  The  library 
is  now  estimated  to  contain  about  75,000  volumes,  from  300  to  500  vol- 
umes  being  added  each  year.  The  library  is  in  constant  use  by  attor¬ 
neys  and  students  from  this  and  other  states.  As  a  law  library  it  is 
considered  one  of  the  best  in  the  middle  west. 

The  members  of  the  supreme  court  who  have  control  and  custody 
of  the  library  at  this  time  are:  Hon.  Julius  C.  Travis,  Chief  Justice; 
Hon.  Benj.  M.  Willoughby;  Hon.  Louis  B.  Ewbank;  Hon.  Howard  L. 
Townsend;  Hon.  David  A.  Myers. 
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
